Diary of a Badger 

Since last time I spoke to you things have really started 
moving in the countryside. spring is now with us and 
everything it brings ... frogs have spawned in the pond 
and stream, the spawn has developed into tadpoles. But 
unfortunately the ‘much needed’ rain that the country- 
side wanted fell too quickly. The stream became a tor- 
rent and washed all the tadpoles away. 

On April 1" 1 was on my way back to my sett. I was a 
bit late, dawn had already broken - but with all the worms 
drawn to the surface by the recent rain, I had a feast! 


Above me I heard bird sounds. Looking up I saw six 
House Martins swooping around the sky. It’s a bit early 
for them, but with all this mild weather they must have 
thought “Let’s go to England - there’s no finer place in 
Spring!” 

On many travels near the allotments I’ve already seen 
some Whitethroats singing for all thier worth from the 
bushes. Again, it’s a long journey from Africa! But their 
instinct to return to the place that they hatched is very 
strong. Blackcaps have been seen near the Big Oak along 
the bridleway. Reed buntings have been investigating the 
undergrowth near the stream and pond. Willow War- 
blers have been heard singing from the bushes and the 
other morning a Chiffchaff was heard. 

Our regular pair of Bullfinches are nesting in the same 
place this year. The ditches are full of Cowslips. There 
are Bluebells at the woodland edge and, because of the 
damp, there’s a host of different fungi growing (some 
good to eat and some not). The flowers are out on the 
hedgerow bushes. Coltsfoot and Dandelions in profu- 
sion. 

There have been some gloriously hot days recently 
when I would have loved to bask in the sunshine, but, 
when it’s cold, it snows and sleet is falling, I know I’m 
better off in the warmth of my sett! 

Anyway, I must go now. My mate 
needs me to take the cubs out for a for- 
age.
